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CONELRAD JIS DEAD? 2 ¢ LONG LIVE EBS! ! ! 
Conelrad faded into broadcast history at midnight, August 4, an untried 
child of the nuclear age. In its place comes the Emergency Broadcast System 
(EBS) on which {fs pinned the hope for a more efficient means of transmit- 
ting official information and directions to the public in the event of a 
civil defense emergency. This change will mean Conelrad radio stations will 
no longer switch to 640 or 1240 kes, but continue to broadcast on normal 
frequencies at normal power. FM, TV and AM stations which are not part of 
the EBS would go off the air as at present. EBS stations would identify 
their locations, but not their cal] letters.
